EFFECT: Makes the term "livestock"” uniformthroughout the bill

Clarifies that "harnt done to livestock nust be "substantial bodily
harm"

Makes it unlawful for a person to, with malice, kill or cause
substantial bodily harm to livestock belonging to another person,
wi t hout that person's consent.

A violation of section 1 of this bill is a class C felony rather
than a class B fel ony.

Clarifies that those individuals defined as "slaughterers" or
"packers" are only exenpt fromthe penalties in section 1 of this bil
if they conduct activities consistent with and in furtherance of their
responsibilities in the regular course of enploynent.
